General Jordan's Operations. 


Havana Correspondent N. Y. Herald.} 
Gen. Thomas Jordan has been given 
the chief command in the Eastern 
Department, and has had a couple of 
tights with the Spaniards, in which 
his Cuban troops acted very well and 
to his entire satisfaction. He has 
formed a large camp of instruction in 
the district of Holguin, and is thor- 
oughly organizing, drilling disciplin- 
ing, equiping and arming some 000 
picked men, divided into battalions 
of infantry and cavalry and com- 
panies of artillery, for he has fourteen 
tield-pieces with him. While he is 
training this force, his Generals and 
Colonels in other parts of the depart- 
ment have orders to harass the Span- 
iards, but to avoid all serious engage- 
ments, Which accounts for the Span- 
ish troops nat meeting with more re- 
sistance in some of their marches. 
When his picked force is in that con- 
dition of efficiency he wants it to be 
in, Gen. Jordan will thensweep down 
unexpectedly upon the many scat- 
tered detachments of the over-confi- 
dent Spaniards, and is hopeful of cap- 
turing most of them in detail. Count 
de Valmaseda is one of those to whom 
he will pay the first military com- 
pliments of his fighting season. Gen, 
Jordan in taking command of the 
Eastern department, tound the 
‘‘armies of liberation”? to abundantly 
supplied with officers, particularly of 
high grade, so he proposed that a cer- 
tain number should assume lower 


positions, but have a brevet title for

THE LITTLE ROCK STOCK, 

We think the Ara/anche is in error 
in its statement of the difference be- 
tween the loan offered the city on 
stock collateral by the First National 
Bank and that offered by Mr. R. C. 
BrRINKLEY. The Bank does not pro- 
pose to lend $112,000 as stated by our 
contemporary. On the contrary it 
proposes to lend but $25,000 in two in- 
stallments, for which, and to guaran- 
tee the payment of certain scrip and 


ledger balances, amounting to $87,000, 


now held by the Bank and purchased 
at perhaps forty cents on the dollar, 
it requires that Memphis shall deposit 
as collateral her Little Rock Railroad 
stock, thereby forcing the city to treat 
it asa preferred creditor and making 
sure of having the notes which it 
holds for interest, already compound- 
ed, paid in full. Mr. BrRINKLEY, on 
the other hand, proposes to make a 
loan of $25,000, payable in November 
and January, holding the stock 
named as collateral security. As 
$25,000 can be more easily paid than 
$112,000, and as the city only needs 
the former amount, and in her present 
embarrassed condition cannot assume 
so much as the payment of $87,000 
claimed as due by the bank, we pre- 
sume the City Finance Committee 
will either accept the offer of Mr. 
BRINKLEY, or, as wasrumored yes- 
terday, a similar one made by the 
bank. The original offer of the First 
National amounts, in our mind, to a 
virtual confiscation of the railroad 
stock. It would be simply impossible 
for the city to raise $112,000 be- 
tween the first of November and first 
of January to redeem it.

‘‘ By the Metropolitan Police act of 
March 9, 1867, the City Councils of Mem- 
phis and Nashville are required to in- 
crease the license for retail dealers to not 
less than one hundred and fifty dollars, 
nor more than two hundred and fifty dol- 
lars. In this city the license for the 
retail dealer is three hundred and fifty 
dollars, in addition to the per cent. paid 
on the invoice cost of liquors, In such 
legislation there 1s neither justice nor 
wisdom. There is no justice in discrimi- 
nating between the various kinds of mer- 
chants or merchandise. There is no wis- 
diom in imposing a tax, the exorbitancy 
of which invitesa Violationoflaw. Again 
and again have we, as citizens, appealed 
to the Legislature for relief from the 
heavy taxation which must eventually 
drive us from business, or foree us into 
the ranks of those who daily violate the 
law to avoid its burdens. Our appeals 
have been answered only by increased 
taxation. The General Assembly of the 
State having been deaf to our reasonable 
and just demands, the necessity arises for 
the liquer dealers in each and every 
county of the State to immediately or- 

anize, concentrate their and 
insist that the candidates for the Degisla- 
ture shall pledge themselyes to redress 
Our grievances, before they receiye our 
support, Should such an organization 
be too late to accomplish anything in this 
election, stil] let the organization be 
formed without delay, and demand of the 
next Legislature, in terms not to be mis-

which Clarence Collier, who killed 
Haynes is pronounced ‘‘an ulcer on 
the community’’—that community 
which he at fourteen of age volunteer- 
ed in the Southern army to defend ;that 
community which he so lately freed 
from the most galling tyranny that 
ever was suffered by people of the 
Anglo-Saxon race. That community 
is capable of producing few such uil- 
cers. Werethere many like him a 
second Caligula like A. J. Haynes 
would be impossible. The APrPrEAL 
remarked the other day that it was 
not acquainted with the History of 
Clarence Collier. Beyond the time 
when he came to that county, about 
1856,the writer of this article is equally 
in the dark, In 1864,about February, 
he enlisted in Capt. Hill’s company 
of McGhee’s regiment, Trans-Missis- 
sippi Department. Though only four- 
teen years af age, he made a gallant 
and dashing soldier—in all times of 
peril, he was first to volunteer on 
scout, on picket line or skirmish, his 
splendid marksmanship made his 
courage doubly effective. He was 
through all the last Missouri campaign 
with Gen. Price, and the writer recalls 
several instances when he was singled 
out by Col. McGhee for important ser- 
vices of a peculiarly dangerous na- 
ture. Returning from the Missouri 
expedition in times when ravenous 
hunger was abroad in the regiment, 
he divided with unequaled generosity 
among his comrades the last morsel 
which his capacities as ascout had 
enabled him to acquire. He was all 
that was generous, manly, noble and 
clever. 

In February, 1865, a Federal cavalry 
force made a raid on Crittenden coun- 
ty, attempting to surprise a force of 
Confederates at were encamped back 
of Merriwether’s. They were foiled 
in this endeavor by information being 
conveyed to camp bya a but on 
their return, though numbering at 
least two hundred, they were attacked 
by Clarence Collier single handed 
solitary and alone—he being mounted 
on a fine black horse and armed with 
a Henry sixteeen shooting rifle, think- 
ing perhaps, boy like, that he could 
shoot some of them, and escape by 
virtue of the swift qualities of his 
steed. In this he was doomed to dis- 
appointment, and after being fusiladed 
in ‘Wrank Rodgers’ field, was captured. 
Those‘ who first captured him robbed 
him, but on being brought before the 
Major commanding battalion, he de- 
nounced and cursed the robbers and 
captors and the Major compelled them 
to restore the stolen pocket book to 
the ‘foolhardy boy.’ After the 
war he killed a negro with a repeater 
at Hopefield, who had = snapped 
a shot gun at him, anc 
some year and a half ago he got 
into an unfortunate difficulty with 
Bethel, and killed him. Up to the 
time of the killing of Haynes, these 
were the only persons whom he had 
slain. 

There is s0me reason to believe that 
when A. J. Haynes first came to Crit- 
tenden county he was a tolerably fair 
Iman, All mean men were once inno- 
cent babes, and we cannot deny 
Haynes the common privilege of man. 
But Haynes being far away from 
home, outraged the laws of decency 
by taking unto himself a negro wife, 
and being, perhaps, alarmed by the 
vaporings of Reub. Redman and oth- 
ers of his ilk, poetpons his house, and 
commenced to strengthen himself 


friends and neighbors. Their enmity 
ean never rise higher than the instiga- 
tion of the negroes to murder, or the 
burning of some neighbor’s gin house. 
With a diabolical, serpent-like wis- 
dom they lately headed negroes and 
led.them away from their own neigh- 
borhood to plunder poor, honest, harm- 
iess John M. Jones. 

Enough, such men as these have made 
Crittenden county the laughing stock, 
the scorn and derision of the inhabi- 
tants of all other counties, and their 
base submission and junction with the 
negroes will finally result in their own 
massacre and extermination. Their 
cowardice is transparent, the negroes 
see through it. 

TO THE FEDERAL SOLDIERS IN CRIT- 
TENDEN,. 

There are men who were once in 
the Federal army whom I call my 
friends, should like them to weigh 
well the facts which I here set forth— 
they have felt naturally hurt and 
alarmed at the killing of Haynes, they 
have not Known the truth, and I fear 
can never know and feel as I know 
and feel the diabolical tyranny of 
Haynes, that tyranny which quietly 
submitted to would disgrace forever 
the blood of an American and make 
the pale face of the white man synono- 
mous with cowardice. 

The very convulsion which followed 
Haynes’ death showed the extent of 
his fearful power ; no man was safe 
from assassination at the hands of his 
negroes, if he willed it. To these 
Federal friends of mine I would say 
that they are no more like, and there 
is no more danger of their becoming 
like Haynes than there is of my 
becoming like those who signed that- 
infamous card, falsifying history and 
whitewashing Haynes. 

I was once the comrade, the friend 
of, Clarence Collier, and though all 
the world speak against him [f will 
stand up for him; and I hereby throw 
down the gauntlet to any apologist of 
the tyrant in Crittenden county who 
feels offended at my remarks, and con- 
stitute myself his champion against 
any who signed that card. 

SIC SEMPER TYRANNIS., 

P. 8. Capt. Haynes was the first and 
only ex-Federal officer ever killed in 
Crittenden county since the war. The 
following are the names of ex-Federals 
who planted there without being ino- 
lested: Capt. Lefevre, Capt. Cooley, 
Capt. Staley, Mr. Reid, Capt. Henry 
Jones, Mr. Lane, Mr. Norris, Dr. 
Stillman, U. 8S. Surgeon, Col. Irwin, 
Capt. Irwin, Lieut. Irwin, Capt. Cook, 
and many others whose names I can- 
not recall. 

Capt. Cook was a Captain in the 
Federal army, and a Captain in the 
militia last winter. After disband- 
ment of the militia he entered into 
partnership with Rice at Marion, and 
in this last emeute he was (torn by his 
own hounds) robbed by the negroes, 
who pretended to be avenging the 
death of Haynes. 4

The Carriers aré all sworn toa faithful per- 
formance of service, and are under heavy 
bonds for an honest discharge of duty. 

if the business community could be in- 
duced to cease sending boys to the Postoffice 
for their mail matter, and accept the means 
provided by the Department fora safe deliv- 
ery of letters through responsible carriers, a 
great evil would be corrected, and many 
losses (noW o¢e¢curring) prevented. 

Valuable Letters should be carried tothe 
Postoffice and registered. If money is to be 
remitted, a Postal Money Order should be ob- 
tained. If upon points where there is no 
money order office, then the letter should be 
registered. Money should never be enclosed 
in au ordinary letter.

POSTAGE ON LETTERS. 


Letters for the Mails in the United States 
must be prepaid three cents the half ounce 
or single rate, 

City letters must be prepaid two cents half 
ounce or single rate. 

Unpaid letters are sent directly to the Dead 
Letter Office in Washington. Letters weigh- 
ing over hglf an ounce, and prepaid a single 
rate, are forwarded, and the balance collected 
on delivery. 

Revenue Stamps cannot be used for pre- 
paying postage. 

FORWARDING LETTERS FREE, 


The law provides that “ prepaid and free 
letters shall be forwarded, at the request of 
the party addressed, from one Postoffice to 
another, without additional postage. A let- 
ter which has been delivered by the Postof- 
fie to an authorized person, and by him re- 
directed to another Postoffice, cannot be for- 
warded to its new address without the pre- 
payment of postage. 

Drop letters can beso forwarded; but they 
must be charged with letter postage—three 
cents for each half ounce or fraction thereof. 

The provisions of this act do Bet apply to 
any mail matter except letters. 

Neither paid or unpeid foreign letters can 
be forwarded free.
